The undertaking which has now 
been commenced has been contemplat- 
ei by the owners, Messrs. McDougall, 
Secord and York for some time, but 
owing to the difficulty of securing ma- 
‘terial andt he scarcity of labor it was 
not considerad advisable to go ahead 
with the work during the season just 
closing. They now hope by making 
an early start in the spring to get the 
building far enough advanced to be in 
a position to handle a large part of 
next season’s trade. 

Competitive plans for the building 
have been called for from several ar-

CN CHARGE OF FRAUD 


Late Proprietor Of Grill Restaurant 
Caught At Bonda 


Mr. R. H. Ansell, proprietor of 
the Grill cafe, and his wife, were 
arrested yesterday afternoon by an 
officer of the R. N. W. M. P.. at 
Bonda, station on the C. N. R., a 
few miles east of Warman, fer the 
alleged defrauding of several Ed- 
monton creditors. 

The warrant for the arrest was 
issued at the instance of K. W. 
Pickell, jeweller, of this city, from 
whom Ansell purchased two dia- 
mond rings and a bracelet, amount- 
ing to $295, and upon which only 
$30 was paid. Mr. Pickell says 
that he has been’suspicious since the 
19th of October, and had Ansell and 
his wife shadowed and located every 
twelve hours since the above date. 
Thirty-five minutes after the Win- 
nipeg express left the C. N. R. sta- 
tion here Mr. Pickell discovered 
that Ansel! had left the city. Upon 
enquiry at the Grill he was teld 
he (Ansell) had gone shootirig in 
the neighborhood of Lloydminster. 
“On the suspicion that he had gone 
shooting with my diamonds in his 
pocket I had him arvested,” said 
Mr. Pickell.

MANITOBA’ $ CASE, 


Ottawa. Oct. 21.—The province of 
Manitoba has submitted ite ‘‘ce,3e,” 
Consisting of several printed pages, to 
the Dominion Government in support*of 
, its claim for an extension of its bound- 
aries. This claim will be heard at Ot- 
tawa on Nov. 12. The cas® sets forth 
that in 1870 at confederation Manitoba 
had an area of 13,500 Square miles. In 
1881, the population having’ increased 
the limits of the province were enlarg- 
€d, west, north and east so as to give 
a total area of 154,000 square niles. 
The ‘question arose with the province 
Ontario as to the location of the bound- 
ar e-, whch Leing refer.ed to th: Fr’ vy 
Council resulted in 1884 in a decision 
reducing Manitoba’s area from 154,000 
Square miles to 73,732 square miles. 
which is the present area of the pro- 
the 
Privy Council Manitoba had asked for 
an extension of provincial boundartes 
west to the 102nd meridian and north 
tc Hudson's Bay. 

The northern extension was asked so 
that- the Province might have Fort 
Churchill on Hudson’s Bay. It is 
claimed that the Hudson’s Bay route 


| had been for a period of 200 years 
| the only means of communication with 


the civilized world, that it was the 
route by which early settlers -were 
brought in by Lord Selkirk, that any 
seaport on Hudson's Bay would be 


} nearer to Manitoba than any other pro- 


vince, and that in the near future it 
will necessarily be embraced -within 
municipal organization. Furthermore 
the farming community of -Manitoba 
have a more direct stake in the Hud-
